< THE SOENE OF THE DISASTER
of yesterday is represented in the accompanying
m.{e The {mnuh?; was locatcd about midwuy
between Tenth snd Eleventh streets, in the
vlock bounded ou the north by Hansom sireet
and on the south by Medical street, having a
fiont on Both, The Sansom street front, Ne,
11 54, waswoly two storles in height, the lower
slory beine nsed ngen office, and the upper one
an u warcroom for the storage of mavuluctured
siticlen,

I the rear of this smailer building was: an
open ‘#eace, Rhowl twenty by thirty feet in
dimenstons, by which the main building wis
sepamited from ‘it, This Just, ps well as the
one fronting on Bansom streel, was substan-
tially bullt 6f brick, sod, as far as is known,
wes'in every wev sa'e. It was five stories in
beight, and had a frontage of forty fect on
Medicsl street, and w deprh of eighty feet,
The greater pattion of It has be«n ocenpied,
since February last, by Messra, Gensey & Ward,
planers Jturners, and manu'actarers of fsncy
scroll-work jor cabinet-makers, The fauarth
story was ocoupled by Messrs. Miller, Reader &
(0., engravers of calico priuting plares, The
Sehomacker Puano Forte Compuny alsa occu-
gied a portion ol the bullding.

The baildines to the east of the scrueol the

fpsion ape quite substential, aud dul not
wﬂur materiaily from the disaster. The centre
«of 1pe lot.to the west was Gllea with wilgs of
Tumber, situated but o few fest from the build-
ing, The waM, in inlline, was broken n few
feet from the base, by coming in coutaet wilh
the lumber, and in this wav the whole mass was
erumblad «into atowms, Otherwise the upper
portions, in their descent, would have vearhed
a large tive-story building on the west side of
Juvenal street, formetly Juniper lane, and the
destruction of Ivfe and property migat have been
even greater than it was, The couthern corner
of the Jot, at Juvenal and Medica) streets, was
occupied by n small irnme stable, two staies in
height, which was crushed in and almost cov-
©red by the debris. The corner at the junetion
of Bansom and Juvenal streets in the site of two
or three emsil frame tenemenis, one of them
used as o tuger-beer saloon. These sl accaped
maferisl injury.

THE EXPLOSION OF THE BOILEE.

In the open space between the Lwo buildives,
andsdjacent to the north wall of the main
building, was the boller house, a sort of base-
ment, in which were locuted two beilers tor
furnishing the establishment with stesm.

About half-past 4 olglock the engiue Was
stopped, 10 give an opportunity to repalr the
eylinder, the paeking of which was out of order.
A boy woe despatehed to the muchine shop of
Mr. Williun H. King, on Bansom street, nearly
oppusite, lor sowme mechanics, who were re-

Bested 10 sesist the engineer, Mr. Thomas P.
senkm. m waking the repairs. When jhese
were completed it was found that there was not
more than & pound of steam on, and a3 it was
not desirable to permit the steam to get any
lower, an attempl was mude to revive it, woich,
at hali-past 6 o'clook, resulted in & terride ex-
plosion, one of the bollers belng fractured from
end 1o end.

This moruiug, at_half-past 5, one of our re-
porters visited the Penusylvinie Hospital, and
through the courtesy of Dr. Hare, the physiciun
in attendance, was permitted Lo bhave an inter-
view with Mr, Jenkine, the engineer, who wman lo
the following statement concerning the dis

A hard
brick, mn descendine, passed through the office,
and, striking tie inner edge of the sounter wop,
1e'] to thie floor, The clerk was standing nera
tlre spot at thetlme, Just abl the snme moment
a piece of iron pipe, having an elbow, was pro-
jected with ivmense violence inte the yard, and
fell just ontssde of the office window. Much

THE RUING

this merning peeseut a shocking appearance.
The sowuth, west, and porth walls of the main
bullding are entirely demohished, Medical strees,
the lumbor yard, apd the recess towards San-
som streel being cumpletﬂi fillled with the
debris. The esstern wall, however, still re-
mains standing, but dhe upper portion 12 hadly
fractured. Attached to this wall, al the northern
extremity, 18 the chimeey of the ruined estab.
hishment. It ts abouwr three leet and g half
square, and ﬁ‘o{ﬂ‘fﬂ far mbove any ef the
suriounding tHdings. The western foun-
dutions of (his chimney were entitely torn
out, pwing o their proximity to the "botler
whieh exploded., The massof bricks 18 there-
fore supported only by the wall to which it
sdberes, and already K heFins to lean towards
the west. The Bullding Inspecfors have been
natitied of it condition, sad it 18 to be hoped
that they will altend to 1l demolition bafore it
{alle and broises & dozen more unlortunate men
in the ruins,

This tusk
wias extremely diticult, and the scenes pre-
sented by the corpses and their sarroundings,
when they were revesled, was terrible and
almost slckenive. When one of the men, Jamos
Todd by unme, wis pulled out st one of the
windows, snother man. who had esc aped bodily
infury, was srn_ in the midst of & wass of
wrecked mateal. He besought earncstly for
pssistance, but 1he fire was still raging, und In

At liniFpast 10 o'clock this morning the jury
rgsemblea at the corner of Fifth aud Cheesnut
sireets, aud having organized, proceeded. at 11
o'clook, headed by the Coroner and Deputy
Coroner, to inspeotto ruina.  On arriving at the
spol a body of volunteers, principally composed
of our ndefmtizable fdremen, were engaced in
exhuming the remaing of one of the unforiu-
pates, which were subsequently recognized as
those of George Dilkes, an engraver,

After some delay al that localit thejna were
cenducted to an underiaker's shop in Hunter
sireet, below Eleventh, where were tound the
remains ol three human befugs, g0 sharred by
the fire as to be totally unrecosnizable.
After some deliberation the jury were duoly
sworn by the Coroper, and u meeting was
appointed at 4 o'clock on hondu sfternoon, al
the shop of Mr. King, ln Savsom street, @
party then walked to Mr. King's place of busi-
vees, for the purpose of i1nspecting & steam-
valve which bad been thrown by the foroe of the
explosion on Mr. Kioa's premises.

From what we could learn, we shonld jundee
tbat the explosion wns caused by the steam
having been cut off, either by the engineer or
gpome other person connecwed with the estab-
lishment, from both the steam gonge and the
fn'ety wllva. thereby preventing the possibility
of any indication of danger, and waich accounts
for theengineer’s statement of there being not
a pound ol steam oo at the time of the explo-
gion, If a missing portion of the valve can be
found, the question as to whether this stop cock
was £0 turned or not cin be established,
